“Crop Testing Plan.’”) 

(Wheat is probably the oldest of the 
World’s crops. 

A larger quantitiy of it is consumed 
than of any other foodstuff with the 
single cxception of potatoes. In pre- 
historic times wheat was culltivatea 
throughout Eurc'pe and was one ot 
the most valuable cereals of anci:nt 
Persia, Greece and Egypt. 

It has always been prized for the 
high quality bread which it produces 
—-4whenever it is possible people turt. 
from foods made from rye, barley an.. 
oats to bread made from wheat. 

It is grown almost in every country 
in the world, the ouly parts from 
vihich it is absent being the h-t, low 
lying regions of the tropics; Siam 
however, being the one notable large 
country where no wheat is produced 

Its cultivation is simple and it is 
ad:upted to more varying scils anc 
climatic conditions than any othe. 
other food plant known. 

It has ripened as far north a 
Skibutten in Norway and is culti 
vated around Archangel on the Whit 
Sea and in Verkhoyansk in Sib. ri: 
within the Artic circle. It is well cul 
tivated on the equator in Equador an 
Culumbia. 

Wheat is also grown at differen: 
altitudes varying from sea level to « 
height of 15,000 fect in Tibet,

These facts and figures demonstrate quite clearly that efforts to solve, 
the problem by all or any governmental units to date have had very little 
effect and that something more must yet be done if reduction in relief | 
expenditure is to keep pace with the gradual return to normal employment | 
conditions. 

One of the measures which might well be adopted in an effort to 
minimize to.some extent the burden which is piling up against present and} 
future generations of taxpayers is a thorough: investigation to determine} 
the extent to which relief recipients have been and are abusing direct relief, | 
and by weeding out all those who are racketeering by refusing to take | 
advantages of opportunity to work when they have a chance to do so for} 
reasonable remuneration or who deliberately misrepresent earnings or in| 
any other manner secure public assistance to which they are not entitled, | 
wholly or in part. 

This should be done, not only in the interests of those who are self- 
supporting and are called upon to assist in supporting others but in the 
interests of the unemployed and relief recipients themselves, for the min- 
ority who are evading their responsibilities are a millstone around the} 
necks of the great majority of deserving relief recipients, 

Sufficient evidence appears in the press from time to time in all parts | 
of the country to support the statement that a percentage of relief re- 
cipients are guilty of abuse and refuse to play cricket. For example it was | 
recently reported that Hon. Mr. Croll sent investigators into a small muni- 
cipality in Ontario to find that 22 relief recipients were driving their own 
automobiles. In other parts of the country appear reports of physically- 
able men refusing to work and of abuses in other forms. 

Said the Toronto Mail and Empire recently: ‘‘The public authorities 
must increase their efforts to comb out the won’t-works from the ranks of | 
those on relief, though those who cannot yet find work must continue to be 
furnished with food, clothing and shelter until they become self-supporting.”’ 

The weeding out of the undeserving, however, will not wholly solve the.| 
problem by any means, There are still far too many unemployed, 
the great majority on relief, who are willing and anxious to work if they 
could only get it, The only permanent and effective cure for the unemploy- 
ment problem is the absorption of all who are able to work by industry. If | 
the new federal unemployment commission can achieve this they will earn | 
the gratitude of the entire nation and not only of the self-supporting tax- 
payers but the majority of those who are still unfortunate enough to need | 
state aid.
